Peace Treaty in Adrianople. 

The allies expect that a preliminary 
treaty of peace will signed in 
Adrianople by the victorious Bulgarian 
and Servian generals, and this will be 
embodied ‘in the treaty which wil] be 
eoneluded in London, for which each 
delegation, is leaving one representa- 
tive in London to await the reopening 
of the conference. They will be: For 
Bulgaria, Michae! Madjoroff, minister 
at London; for Greece, Stephanos Sko- 
loudis: for Montenegro, M. Popevitch, 
formerly minister at Constantinople, 
and for Servia, Dr. M. R. Vesnitch, 
minister to Irance. 

Most of the other delegates 
leave here before Monday. The Greek 
premier, Eleutherios Venizelos, will 
visit Vienna, Belgrade, Sofia and Sa- 
loniki on nis homeward journey, and 
this is considered tangible proof that 
the allies are preserv'ng that unity 
which astonished Europe at the be- 
ginning of the war. 

The Balkan delegates reiterate tgat 
the allies are agreed on all questions, 
being fully cognizant of the fact that 
,their power lies in maintaining and 
strengthening their compact. Thus it 
has been arranged tn general terms 
that Salonik!i shall be under the co- 
dominion of Bulgaria, Servia and 
Greece, and that if differences arise 
between members of the alliance which 
Cannot be arranged amicably, the con- 
tending parties must -efer to arbitra- 
tion.

THESE MEN KNEW LIFE. 


Surest of signs that a man has lived 
wisely and with clear vision is that he can 
face death not only with courage but also 
with a keen appraisement of those con- 
ventions which sometimes verge ‘on hypoc- 
risy. Two such clean-cut types have passed 
away in Atlanta recently—Captain W. G. 
Raoul and Dr. F. H. Orme. : 

The first, a man with singular purity 
of soul and beneficence of outlook, asked 
on his death-bed that his friends send 
flowers not to his grave, but to the homes 
and bedsides of victims of disease and 
poverty. 

Dr. Orme, whose long days had like- 
wise been spent in good and charitable 
deeds, specifically requested that his family 
and friends ignore the custom which pre 
scribes mourning on such occasions. He 
objected, primarily, on the ground of ex- 


pense; which he believed often sat heavily 


upon the poorer classes; and further, he 
was convinced 
such times would not be lightened or better 
expressed by an outward parade of mei- 
ancholy. 

These men knew life, in its richer, its 
more sordid, its sweet and its bitter phases. 
Over the long trail of the years they had 
come, and their eyes were not dimmed by 
false conceptions or hidebound custom. 
At the journey’s end they came to know 
just how futile are non-essentials, and how 
much more precious the sorrow that finds 
its outlet in deeds rather than external 
symbols. 

Many of us cherish those customs that 
dictate to us to .cover the graves of the 


loved departed with fragrant blossoms, and 


in their memory to restrict our choice of 
garments to sober and unpretentious hues. 
From each we may wring a measure of con- 
solation. But is there not also something 
to be said for the viewpoint of these two 
sterling and beautiful characters, who faced 
death serenely and with the wish that their 
going be marked by no slightest taint of 
hypocrisy, but rather that deep thought for 
others that had marked their pathway 
through life? 


IN BEHALF OF DR. NEILL. 


Democrats in the senate can well afford 
to put patriotism and public service above 
the pie counter by confirming the renomi- 
nation of Dr. Charles P. Neill, as commis- 
sioner of labor. The commissioner’s ap- 
pointment, made by Roosevelt, expires 
February 1. The intention seems now to 
be to oppose his reappointment, already 
sent in by President Taft. 

So far as we are informed there is no 
objection to Neill, except that his place is 
needed for a democrat. With many other 
offices that argument might be urged with 
pertinence. But the incumbent has wrought 
so splendidly for industrial peace and ami- 
cability between capital and labor in this 
country that the nation would be the gainer 
should an exception be made in his case. 
His recent services in Georgia have laid 
the state under obligations to him. And 
what he has done here has been duplicated 
on a larger and smaller scale throughout 
America. 

Here is an office that may well be spared 
the gauge of partisanship. No man is in- 
dispensable. But so indisputably has Dr. 
Neill. established his qualifications for an 
unusually delicate position that the senate 
should consider carefully before depriving 
the workers and captains.of the nation of 
his skill and diplomacy.

New News of Yesierday 
Hew an Interesting Revolutionary 
Decument Was Recovered. -

‘In 1846 there came to my notice an edi- 
torial published in The Philadelphia Gazette 
stating that a gentleman had recently come 
into possession of a part of a journal pur- 
porting to have been kept by General Sam- 
uel B. Webb in 1776.” 

This statement was made by the late 
General James Watson Webb to his chil- 
dren about the year 1876. General Webb 
was for half a century 
one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of the 
United States. He was 
very influential as an 
editor. His political re- 
lations with the great 
leaders of the whig 
party, especially Wil- 
liam H. Seward, were 
very intimate. He was 
a very close personal 
friend .of Lewis Cass, 
democratic candidate 
for president in 1848, 
and he befriended Louts 
Napoleon when the fu- 
ture emperor of France 
was trying to earn a 
living in New York dur- 
ing @ period of exile. 

General Webb was the son of General 
Samuel B. Webb, who was aide-de-camp to 
General Washington during the revolution. 
While thus serving in the Continental army 
under Washington, General Samuel B. Webb 
wrote every day a journal descriptive of the 
more important events as these came under 
his own eye, and especially of the part 
General Washington bore in all of the im- 
portant undertakings carried on by hin 
during the war of the revolution. These 
journals and records were destroyed, Gen- 
eral James Watson Webb told his children, 
because he and his brothers and sisters 
when they were small children were allow- 
ed by a governess to ransack these chests 
which contained these journals and make 
playthings of them. 

Having made this explanation to his chil- 
dren, General Webb went on to say: 

“When I read this editorial in The Phila- 
delphia Gazette I of course became greatly 
interested. I was certain that the journal 
referred to was the only one of the great 
number kept by my father, which was not 
destroyed. Of course, I wrote to the editor 
of The Philadelphia Gazette, Colonel Reed, 
and said that I was a son of General Samuel 
B. Webb and for that reason I would be 
glad if he would forward the journal to me. 

“It was a singular coincidence’ that 
brought Colonel Reed and myself together 
in this way, for Colonel Reed was a grand- 
s0n of Colonel Joseph Reed, who was an 
aide-de-camp of Washington at the very 
time my father was serving Washington in 
a similar capacity. 

“Mr. Reed immediately wrote to me a 
letter which I have preserved for my chil- 
dren. In that letter he said that my father’s 
journal was a perfect historical gem. He 
said, however, that while he would lend the 
journal to me he could not say that he 
would absolutely part with it because he 
was not certain that he had a right to part 
with it. He asked me to write a letter to 
him stating that I would return the journal 
to him at any time the demand might be 
made. 

“I did send him @ note containing that 
promise. But no demand was ever made to 
me for the journal, ahd I now have it among 
my effects. I trust it will be very carefully 
kept. This journal shows that the other 
jourhals and documents with which I and 
my brothers and sisters played and which 
we destroyed contained references to cor- 
respondence with Washington, Jay, Hamil- 
ton and other notables. 

“That remainded me that when we were 
children we used occasionally to take from 
the chests various letters and to give them 
to our schoolfellows. In that way letters of 
Washington, Hamilton, Jay and probably 
every person of consequence who took part 
in the war of the revolution were scattered 
broadcast among our playfellows. What 
treasures of information would not these 
letters have disclosed! The single journal 
which I now have, and which you will keep, 
contains some extraordinarily interesting 
statements, and if one journal out of forty 
or fifty is thus enriched what may we not 
surmise about the others! I think the de- 
struction of these documents by unconscious

when wife, son and daughter decline to come 
to his relief.

General Lee 
under no circumstance could be put in a 
like condition. Therefore to draw a com- 
parison to the two men is simply staging 
the impossible.

CHATTERTON AND THE 
ROWLEY PARCHMENTS | 


Thomas Chatterton was the most myste- 
rious personage in all literature. There is 


so much that is hard to understand in this 
marvelous boy, who at seventeen committed 
suicide in a London attic, that his whole life 
is a problem difficult to solve, although he 
is put down as a precocious genius. An: 
even at that it would seem that back of it 
all must be hidden some unfathomed mys- 
tery that will never be revealed. Chatter- 
ton was born in 1752. He was but fifteen 
years of age when ne mystified all England 
by his production of parchments which he 
claimed had been produced several centuries 
previously. 

Chatterton secured the idea of this de- 
ception, at least so it is said, through the 
discovery of several fifteenth century parch- 
ments in St. Mary’s Redcliffe church, at 
Bristol, England, where he was born. The 
boy looked upon these documents with great 
curiosity and set upon their deciphering, 
which was possible through his uncle being 
the sexton of the church. 

These old parchments were few, so Chat- 
terton began adding to them. In order to 
do this he was compelled to invent a char- 
acter—-Thomas Rowley, a fifteenth century 
monk—and wrote short poems and bits of 
history which he pretended were the work 
of Rowley. After considerable study of the 
characters and the spelling he would place 
his own writing in this ancient style upon 
parchment and would then discolor it in 
such a way as to give an idea of consider- 
able antiquity. 

These manuscripts, when Chatterton 
showed them about Bristol, attracted much 
attention, and when, in 1768, a bridge was 
opened with much ceremony in that place, 
he set to work writing a description of a 
mediaeval friar’s (Rowley) impressions of 
a fifteenth century bridge that had spanned 
the same river. He alleged he found this 


manuscript 


manuscript in an old chest at Redcliffe 
church. It was so perfect a reproduction of 
the original parchments that it was at once 
accepted as authentic. 

All this encouraged Chatterton to “find” 
a number of Rowley’s poems and historic 
anecdotes, with all of which he was still 
further able to decelve the people of Bris- 
tol. The poems particularly were hailed as 
veritable gems of literature. , 

Fired with his success thus far, -Chatter- 
ton sént a batch of the Rowley poems to 
London to Sir Horace Walpole, who was as 
much of an English literary light as he was 


‘an eminent statesman of the country. Wal- 


pole read the poems with amazement. He 
praised them.to the skies and was ready to. 
proclaim himself a Joint’ discoverer of rate 
from bygone centuries. All 
England was ready to follow where Walpols 


ded. 


But it remained-for the poet Gray to 


; discover the deception in the Rowley poems, 


and when this was pointed out to Sir Horace, . 
he became furious and denounced the boy. — 
Chatterton was not discouraged, however, 
and when he was sixteen years of age he 
went to London, arriving in the big me- 
tropolis with barely five pounds in his 
pocket. He was unable, in spite of his 
genius, to secure any employment that 
would pay. He lived in a Sarret on bread 
and water and often had nothing to eat at 
all. Yet so proud was he that he let no 
One know of his serious want. He wrote 
letters to his mother and sisters in Bristol 
telling them he was making a fortune and 
that great men were his dear friends. 

He spent the few shillings of his literary 
earnings on buying presents for his mothe: 
instead of getting himself food and cloth- 
ing. All night he wrote and all day tried 
in vain to sell his poems or satires. The 
wonderful compositions done itn his bare 
Garret could find recognition nowhere, and 
finally, in August, 1770, when he was seven- 
teen years of age, he committed suicide. 
spending his last penny for arsenic. Next 
morning he was found dead in his attic with 
all his unsold manuscript ‘torn into frag- 
ments lying about his dead body. 

Walpole relented his harshness towards 
the boy and is quoted as having said, some 
time after his death, “I do not believe there 
ever existed so masterly a genius.” Words- 
worth named Chatterton “The Marvelous 
Boy.” Other great poets delighted to do 
honor to the memory of the young genius, 
about whom there was so much mystery 
and misunderstanding. At Bristel a monu- 
ment was erected to him, bearing this epi- 
taph, which he himself had written: 

“To the memory of Thomas Chatterton: 
Reader, judge not! If thou art a Christian. 
believe that he shall be j.dged by a Higher 
Power.”

As soon as 
the Cambridge people had gotten their log 
houses built and their storm doors put up, 
they founded Harvard college, which has 
continued to be the leading excuse for the 
town. At that time Harvard was so small 
that the student body could be spanked by 
the night watchman when necessary, but 
it now occupies a couple of wards in the 
middle of the town and prudent Cambridge 
citizens have cyclone cellars and retire to 
them after the football games. 

Thanks to Harvard, Cambridge has been 
more congested with celebrities than any 
other city. This has had a depressing effect 
upon the growth of the town because it is 
almost impossible to tear down any old 
building owing to the fact that some great 


men had lived in it at one time or another. 
John Quincy Adams, T. Roosevelt, Hank 
Longfellow, James Russell Lowell and hosts 
of other great men thought nothing of liv- 
ing in Cambridge and the marking of spots 
where Washington visited, Roosevelt boxed 
and other immortals bought hot frank- 
furters on cold fall nights has kept the 
brass plate factories working over time. 
Cambridge is a comfortable old place, 
full of colonial homes and shaded by Elms 
which are usually in the process of moult- 
ing. It has never been under fire very 
much, but it has produced many a quarto 
volume, of history, and the visitor who 
doesn’t like to tread on hallowed ground

States department of agriculture. 

Mr. Whitney, who is an authority on 
soils and their ‘uses, is now prepar- 
ling a bulletin on the nation's food 
l supply. He says fewer acres of land 
are today being cultivated in propor- 
tion to population than heretofore. 
One-fifth less acres are Deing tilled 
than in 1880. 

More small farmers, more intensive | 
methods of farming and improved 
methods of agriculture are needed, ac- 
cording to the bureau of soils. Taking: 
for example the states east of the Ohio, 
and north of the Potomac, having a: 
total area of 112,322,880 acres, he 
shows there are only 40,000,000 acres 
under cultivation. Estimating that 
forests cover 27,000,000 acres, that 
leaves 42,000,000 uncultivated. 

There are in this territory 1,300,000! 
persons engaged in agriculture and at- 
tempting to feed a population of 30,- 
000.000 who produce no fovud crops.

Election of Saulsbury in Dela- 
| ware Assures Control 


of U. S. Senate. 


Washington, January 29.—With the 
election today of Willard Saulsbury 
as United States senator from Dela- 
Ware the democratic strength in the 
next senate swung from the precarious 
figure of 48,o0r exactly one-half the 
| senate, to the safer total of 49, a ma- 
| jority of 2. 

Mr. Saulsbury’s election, 
the victory recently secured
